Please replace paragraph 5 located at page 4, line 39 through page 5, line 9 with the 

following: 

(Amended) With each rotation of the motor 2, the actuator output shaft 3 is moved linearly in 
the axial direction by an amount that is in accordance with the lead pitch of the ball-screw 41. 
Here, the combination of signal A and signal B will be examined. If Lp is the amount by which 
the output shaft 3 is moved per rotation of the motor and Sp is the detection pitch (one linear- 
stroke pitch) as detected by the linear absolute sensor, and Lp ?£ Sp, then, if signals A and B are 
combined, even if the output shaft 3 moves within the space of the movement interval until aLp 
= bSp (where a and b are arbitrary coefficients), at no point of the movement is the combination 
of the signals A and B the same. Therefore, provided that the values of coefficients a and b are 
sufficiently large, it is possible to realize a linear absolute sensor that, based on the combination 
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
